]{Cli'e :obligatiba to ho Jsospitable in a saored 
sne, emphasized by every moml codo known 
to the world, and a practical ontcome of 
the second grent commandment. 

There should never be a grue.st in the 
house whoso pre.souco requires nuy cuu- 
eiderahle change in the domestic ceoMomy. 

However much the oirciiiriHtance.s of 
business or mutual interests may doninnd 
in outortniniug a .straiij^er, he should n<jvcr 
be taken into the family circle unless hy is 
known to be wholly worthy of a place in 
that aancttm mnclortim of a social life ; 
but when once a man is admitted to the 
homo fireside ho should be treated as if the 
place bad been his always. 

Tho fact of an invitation gives neither 
host nor guest the right to be master of the 
other*!! time, and does not require even a 
temporary sacrifico of one's entire individu- 
ality or pursuits. 

A man ahould ncvor be so much himself 
as when he' entertains a friend. 

To siiay'at a friend's house beyond the 
time for which one is invited is to perpe- 
trate a social robbery. 

To abide uninvited to a friend's home is 
as hiuoh a misdemeanor as borrowing his 
coat without his peruaissiou. It is deboa- 
ing the coin of friendship to mere dross 
when a man attempts to make' it pay his 
hotel bills. 

Tho fact of two men having- the same 
occupation and interests in life gives to 
neither a social right to the other's bed and 
board. A traveling minister has no more 
right to go uninvited to a fellow-preacher's 
house than a traveling shopkeeper or shoe- 
maker has to go uninvited to tho house of 
his fellow-craf tsmau. Jlen are ordained to 
the ministry ds proocbers, teachers and 
pastors, and not as private hotel-keepers. 

Tfaeywho go into tho iKtuntzy in summer 
aa imioTlted gnests of their farmer friends 
ahonld be mted as social brigands and 
treated accordingly. 

These few social maxims are by no moaua 
to be taken as a complete code of laws. 
Others quite as important will spring up 
out of the personal experience of every 
reader of this articlf: and tho justice and 
equity of all may he tested by that infalli- 
ble standard of society — ttie Golden Rule. 
There can be no true hospitality that in 
practice is a violation of this rule; and you 
may safely rest as.surcd that you have given 
the fullest and most perfect measure of 
entertainment to your neighbor if you have 
done exactly as you would be done by. —

The embarassincuts that licset tlu; 
Beacoxsfiki.i) (joverniuetit an; of a 
very serious character. Some of tlieiii 
arise, from .the foreign policy of the 
Qorernmoiit, some were inherited from 
the Gladstone aclministratiou ami 
others — as the result of natural causes. 
If Parliament were now diasolved and 
an appeal mado to tho people, probably 
tlie elections would go against the Cou- 
servalives. But it does not appear to 
bo likely that Lord Beacoxsfield will 
take a step that would in all probabili- 
ty insure tho return of iNIr. Oladston'k 
to povr'cr if tho Liborals could bo 
brought to combine on luni. Ilut the 
attacks of iMr. Gladstoke upon the 
policy of the Qovornineat, and espe- 
cially in respect to its eourso in the 
Russo Turkish war and in Afghanis- 
tan, continue incessantly, and so far as 
tho Afghan war is concerned, bis pre- 
dictions have been vcrilicd. The mas- 
sacre of the British embassy at Cabul 
makes a vigorous renewal of the war a 
matter of necessity. From all accounts 
Gen. Roberts will not liavo as much 
difficulty reaching Cabal as in leavingit 
afterwards. To attempt to conquer 
and hold Afghanistan would require a 
force of men and an expenditure of 
money that would bankrupt the Indian 
treasury and tax heavily the resources 
of tho Imperial Government. The 
trouble is to know what to do with 
such a fierce, treacherous, warlike peo- 
ple. It is evident, loo, that implicit 
confidence is Jiot placed in the Ameer, 
in spite of his protestations of inno- 
cence in respect to the Cabul massacre. 
But in the new expedition no news 
paper correspondents are to be allowed 
unless they are officers serving 
with tho force. Scjuie of them 
ha^'e made unscrupulous use of their 
opportunities, have written ;heir loiters 
in the spirit of political partisaiis, and 
when expo:lilions have been planned 
requiring secre.sy and iiipiaity c.f cxccu 
tion for success, "have tolograpliod 
every detail of the preparations all over 
the world." Tf correspondents have 
been guilty of these pi-actiees in 
Afghanistan, knowing tho watchful- 
ness of the Russians on the frontier, 
there would seem to be cause for pro- 
hibiting them from following the army 
now preparing for its march on Cabul.

MORE FiCHTING IN AFGHANISTAN. 



The Seattle Intelligencer declines to 
publish a letter signed ''W. G. C. L.," 

which purjjorts to have been written 
from Skeeua Eiver, in this Province, 
and attacks tlio ^Nlctlakatlah Mission 
of Mr. Du.N'CAX by asserting that the 
whole establishment is — well, not what 
it is represented to be, by a long. way. 
Our Seattle contemporary has e.^hibit- 
ed commendable sagacity in refusing to 
publish the communication, wliich at- 
tacks one of tlio most successful and 
useful missionary movements in the 
world. To tlie unwearying zeal, 
honesty of purpose and Iiigh moral and 
Christian aims of the gentleman who 
has devoted his life to tho enlighten- 
ment of the savages of tho Northwest 
Coast, scores of witnesses of high re- 
spectability and of unimpeachable 
veracity daily bear willing testimony. 
Tho work that has been accomplished 
at Jletlakatlah by Mr. Dl-ncax is 
marvelous. He has practically re- 
deemed a people from barbarism, and 
moulded them into useful and God- 
fearing citizens. Once, without duo 
consideration, we admitted a letter to 
these columns that assailed the mission 
and its founder; and, in the light of 
knowledge subsequently obtained, we 
have ever regretted our hasty action. 

THE SITUATION IN IRELAND 

The London Thnes, on tho ilisorgan- 
izing effects of Par.nell's policy, says 
it would become really formidable only 
if it should extend all over Ireland. 
The Pall Mall GccMte concedes that 
the complaints of Irish tenant farmers 
are mostly genuine. If tlie general re- 
fusal to pay rent is followed by whole- 
sale eviction, this, again, will almost 
certainly be followed by a series of 
agrarian murders, and unless the Irish 
executive is prepared to support tho 
landlords by measures amounting to 
little less than military occupation, a 
large part of the country landlonls will 
have to choose between virtually con- 
ceding tlie tenant's claim to fi.xity of 
tenure and giving the signal for an 
outbreak of something hardly distin- 
guishable from civil war. The anti- 
rent agitation is only one among other 
' symptoms of the general unrest of Ire- 
land.

New York, Sept. 30. — -The Tribune, 
discussing the Cliincse question, says ; j 
Tho nation is under contract that Cali- 
fornia shall allow Chineso all pvlvi 
legos that Englisii, Irish, French or 
German iniinigniutB onjoy. A general 
discussion in Congress at an oai'ly tluv, 
nnd under conditions somewhat new, is 
strongly foreshadowed. The effort 
made in 1878 resulted iu a recommen- 
dation that the State Department would 
procure a modification of the treaty. 
Wliat attempt or progress has been 
made in any such endeavor may not be 
fully known. It is fortunate for the 
general intei-est of the whole country 
that tho subject must come before Con- 
gress for final decision ; for only thus 
can a duo consiileration of tho advan- 
tages obtainable by commerce, which 
tiiG treaty authorizes, ai; compared with 
the inconvenience of the immigi-ation 
it sanctions, bo attained. The trade 
with China, as well as justice to "John," 
will doubtless claim a hearing.

The Presbytery of British Columbiii in 
connection with the Cluircli of Scothuul 
met in St. Andrew's Church liere on the 
evening of Wodiioscliiy Inst, and after an 
able and appropriate sermon from tlie 
moderator the Ro\. Mr. Cl^'do of Na- 
naiino was duly constituted and proceed- 
ed to the discharge of business. 

All tlie ministers of the Presbytery 
were prcioiit and the following elders, 
viz.: The Hon. ,1. RolLSdii, New Wesl- 
niinster; R. Gibson, Nanuiino; M. l^iorey, 
Coniox, and J. Finlaysoii, Victoria. 

Much of the business before the Pres- 
bytery was of .a routine character, but 
liighly important in carrying forward the 
l^•ork of the church. JIucli to tlio regret 
of his brethren and of all who kn^MV kiin 
Mr. Murray tendered his resignation cif liis 
charge in Nicola Valley and the surround- 
ing districts, being about to leave for an 
important charge in the east, and the 
Presbytery pu\ upon record their sense 
of his services to the church in British 
Columbia, thoir regret in parting witli 
him and their best wishes for his future 
Buccoas and his own happiness and that of 
hia family. The Presbytery then pro- 
coocled to make arrangements for tilling 
..;up the vacancy caused by Mr. Murray's 
.removal and expressed the belief that a 
"suitable clergyman to supply the place 
would bo secured at an early daj'. The 
matter of forming a Plome Mission 
Board was brought before the court and a 
' coinmitteo appointed to convene a meet- 
ing;of the friends of the church ioy that 
purpose as soon as expedient. After 
transacting all the business before the 
court the Presbytery adjourned to meet 
again in St. Andrew's Church, New West- 
minster, on the 2nd Tuesday of April,"

In this ho was frustrated by tho 
arrival of a doctor who succeeded in re- 
lieving the desptrute man of the potion 
he had taken. It is reported that tho 
would-be suicide is in a very low state. 
The property over which the dispute 
occurred is said to bo but a small place 
situated somewhere on tho Humber 
flats and scarcely worth the life of a 
good dog far less that of a man.

The owner of a certain dog at Shop- 
herds' Bu.sli, London, was summoned 
because the animal bit a lad's panta- 
loon.s. The evidence of ferocitv was 
going hard against it, when tho crea- 
ture entered the Court. Immediately 
comprehending the situation, it jumped 
upon the magistrate's desk, and, in 
lieu of a speech for the defence, fondl- 
ed tho repl•osentati^•e of offended jus- 
tice; then it settled down quietly upon 
a chair, whore its unimpeachable be- 
haviour during tho remainder of the 
case so wrought in its favour that, in 
place of being dangerous, it wasdeclar- 
od playful, and liberated without even 
the necessity of finding bail. 

At an Exeter foundry a man was 
engaged at a circular saw, which was 
running at full speed, -when a piece of 
•wood six inches long and half an inch 
thick was thrown off. Striking him 
in tho face, it made an entry just be- 
neath the left eye, and taking a down- 
ward direction passed through the 
head, so that the point could bo felt 
just boncnth the skin ac i.Iio back of 
the head. Tho sufferer wa.s taken to 
the hospital, tlio wood witlidrawn, and 



hopes are entertained of his recovery.

These enormous -weapons are to be 
brcech-loadera They are intended 
for the armament of the Italia and the 
Lopanto; the eight lOO ton muzzle- 
loaders already supplied being destined 
for tho Dnndolo and the Duillo. 

Prince Leopold is to he created a 
Duko before the end of the year. 

Tennyson's son, Lionel, changes his 
imme and takes the property of his 
uncle, tho late Rev. Oiiarlcs '1 cnnyson 
Turner. 

From London TnU/i, .Sept. i : "A 
fearful accident caused the death last 
week of the heir of one of the most 
considerable jiropcrtios in Cornwall, 
and the son of Mr. Charles Treffry, of 
Fowey. He jumped on a tram wagon 
while in motion, and, falling from tlie 
grease-box his logs were caught in the 
spokes of the wheel, and ho was whirl- 
ed round and fatally injured; indeed, 
he never regained coii.'/jiou.'incjK, and 
died in an hour. Ho was 12 years old, 
and would, on attaining his majority, 
have come into possession of the large 
property which has for many years 
been held by the Treffry Trustees, 'for 
an heir who shall bo born in the name 
of Treffry.' The poor boy leaves 
two brothers, the eklest of whom now 
stands in his place." 

Tiio Vderinary Journal reports tho 
ca.se of the poisoning of Lord William 
Beresford's liorsa by tea, which it pro- 
nounces "unparalleled in tho annals of 
veterinary or even human tc":icology." 
A staff cook Iiaving left jome pounds 
of tea in a sack, a Kaffir groom lilled 
it with corn and serving out the con- 
tents to a troop of horses, gave Lord 
William Beresford's charger the bulk 
of the tea •which was eaten greedily, 
and produced the most startling results, 
Tho animal plunged and kicked and 
ran backward, at intervals galloping 
madly around, finally falling into a 
donga, where it lay dashing its head 
on the rocks and was dispatched by an 
assegai thrust through the heart. The 
post-mortem appearance indicated ex- 
treme corebal congestion."
